Wasnirneron, D. C., May %.—Mr. Bayard re- 
ported from the Finance Committee a modifica- 
tion of the measure recently reported by him as 
a substitute for the House Bonded Spirits bull.

warehouses are required to be withdrawu toere- 
from pursuant tothe conditions of any ware- 
bousing bond taken, within three years from 
the date of the first entry of such spirits into 
warehouse; but such extension shall not be 
made in any case uniess there shall be indorsed 
upon orappended to the warehousing bond a 
written request therefor and acknowledgment

executed and acknowledged by each of

SENSATIONAL STORY SPOILED.

WASHINGTON, „ May 25.—A sensational

Commissioner Raum 
has not obstructed, but bas encouraged, the in- 
vestigation; the secretary of the Treasury is on 
most cordial relations with the Commissioner, 
and the President bas informed Commissioner 
Raum that there was notbi in the story, and 
that he need not give himself any concern. It 
appears to be the fact that at one time the Sec- 
retary thought there might be frauds in bonds, 
and ipqui about it, and that Gen. Raum of- 
fered to place the entire force of the special 
agents at his disposal. The result bas beén that 
no tuch frauds have been found, and Mat, more- 
over, the Secretary has discovered that the dis- 
tillers’ bonds are good; that the Goverument 
bas all the whisky, property of the distiliers, 
locked up in wa uses, and that it canyot be 
removed except under penalty of forfeiture of 
other property, as welias of the bonds, and the 
imprisonment of the distillers themselves.

STRIKFS. . 
"HE BOILERMAKERS AND IRONWORKERS 
GENERALLY DEMANDING HIGHER WAGES. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New Tonk. May 26.—One of the most formi- 
dabie of the many labor strikes whicb have oo- 
curred here this spring is that of the boiler- 
makers, who sre now demanding an increase of 
W per cont in wages. Three thousand of these 
workmen went out on Wednesday. Fifteen 
hundred have returned to work, sixteen out of 
thirty-six employers having acceded to the re- 
quest of the employés. The establishments 
wherein the men have succeeded in sécuring 
hat they asked are those chiefly which had 
eoutracts on band, and which it would have 
been the most suicidal policy to have 
permitted to have gone by default by 
reason of a failure to pay even 10 per cent more 
on the cost of production. But even after this 
concession on the part of some of the employers 
it is claimed by the leaders of the striking move-

FAITHLESS STEWART. 


A Leaf from the Inner History of the 
Merchant King’s Life— to a 
Cleveland Girl, He Fails to Complete 
the Contract—She Dies Unmarried 
After Many Years of Patient Suffering. 

Cleveland Leader. 

In the Village of Gleavilie, six miles from this 
city, was laid the scene of one of the most inter- 
esting of the unwritten chapters of A. T. Stew- 
art's life’s history, and & littie mound in the 
township cemetery of East Cleveland marked 
by a modest marble siab contains the 
ashes of the hervine of the romance. 
The story bas never been given to the 
public, and would not be presented now, 
were not ali the prinvipal actors in the melo- 
drama past caring for newspaper accounts of 
their doings when tenguts of earthly frames. 
From Mrs. Morrow, sister-in-law of the lady 
whose name appears in the following, a Leader 
reporter obtained the facts which are given, and 
of thé reliability of her statements there can- 
not exist the shadow of a doubt. The story in 
brief, as related by Mrs. Morrow, is as follows: 

In the latter part of 1818 the future merchant 
prince of this country, then a boy of 16 years of 
age. left Belfast, Ireland, the place of bis birth, 
and landed in New York with a few hundred 
pounds in his pocket. Being possessed d 4 
fair classical education, obtained at Trinity 
College, Dublin, be found ready employment as 
teacher in a private school. A few months 
later, he invested his ready money in a mer- 
cautile business, becoming a silent partner 
only in the concern and not forsaking bis edu- 
cational calling. inthis manner be continued 
for two years, when by the sudden departure of 
his partner, the youthful Stewurt wasforced to 
the ranks of trade bimeeif, although he still con- 
tinued to teach school. In 182, leaving his 
clerk in charge of the business, Stewart started 
on a return trip to Ireland forthe purpose of 
settiing up an estate at Belitast, left him by 
his grandfather. Near Belfast lived a family 
named Murrow, whose residence was — A 
located near the coast, and was known as “ The 
Knock.” With these people the Stewart family 
had been intimate, and on his return to the 
home of his childhood Alexander T. renewed the 
friendship and took up his residence with the 
Morrows, living witb them the entire winter and 
going into Belfast whenever bis business de- 
manded. 

One of the members of the family was Miss 
Abby, a fresh-facea, bright-eyed Irish lass of 
some 18 years. Thrown constantly in her s0- 
ciety, Stewart fell a victim to the youog lady's 
manifoid charms, and was soon au accep 
suitor. In the spring. the young man having soid 
out bis interest in the elder Stewart's property, 
began preparing for bis return to America, 
and suggested that the family of his betrothed 
accompany bim. Miss Abby added her solicita- 
tions, and the move was decided upon, and Mrs. 
Morrow, the mother, William, Davy. and Abby 
dispused of The Knock.“ and came over on 
the same boat with Stewart. They arrived at 
New York in the spring of 1825, and the Morrows, 
who bad friends in Northern Obio, pushed on to 
this place. Stewart, who had invested his pat- 
rimony. which amounted to £500 in Lrish laces 
and linens, moved his former stock to a store on 
Broadway, and with his imported stuffs laid the 
foundation for the largest dry-goods house in 
America. 

The family of his betrothed lived in Cleve- 

and, at that time a small village, fortwo years, 

and then bought a small farm seven miles out 
ou the Erie road, now known as St. Clair street. 
Here they lived and died. For the first year 
Abby received the usual number of letters from 
her lover, and at the end of ten months her life 
was rendered brighter by brief visits from him. 
He, soit ig said, was all tenderuess and at- 
fection on this occasion, but it was the last 
time the girl saw ber commercial hero. From 
the firstne bad met with more than moderate 
success in his business, and with bis improved 
condition he forgot his earlier friends. After 
his return to New York his letters «rew in- 
frequent, and ultimately ceased. Shortly after, 
Miss Morrow received tidings of Stewart's mar- 
riage. The news prostrated ber completely, and 
after her recovery from the iliness which 
ensued she was entirely c . ore 
that time she been light-hearted 
and cheerful. Afterward she was never 
known to speak above an ordisary tone, and 
smiled only on rare occasions. The roses per- 
mauently left ber cheeks, and she became pre- 
— aged. Her mother died the year fol- 
lowing — * sickness, and for t dirty years she 
kept bouse her two brothers. in the early 
years she did not lack for suitors, for attractive 
wiris were even fewer in proportion in those 
days than now. None of them succeeded in 
awakening any responsive emotion in ber breast, 
and in 1856 she died, and with ber griefs and 
blighted affections was laid away in a grave dug 
by ber brothers in front of their cottage home. 

They dared not enter herin the cemetery fear- 
ing that the grave would be desecrated for sci- 
eutific pu by certain ambitious medical 
students belonging to the college of the city. 
and who were the terror of the people of tbis 
vicinity. The grave, fenced in with wire palings, 
was tenderly cared for by the brothers, and re- 
mained to excite the comment and curiosity of 
travelers along tne Silverthorn road for a period 
of twenty years. 

Two years after bis marriage A. T. Stewart 
sent to his former affianced a silk dress pattern, 
with the at-endant trimmings. Each following 
year until the time of his death Miss Morrow re- 
ceived a similar offering from her faitbieas, and 
possibly remorseful, lover. All the presents she 
received without remark, and all were carefully 
laid away and never worn. In 1861 Davy Morrow, 
the younger of the two brothers, then 67 years 
of age, took to himself a young and biocoming 
wife, to comfort bis declining days. The other 
brother, William, never married, and died in 
1874. In accordance with his last wish de was 
buried in the cemetery at Glenville by the side 
of bis mother. The following year the surviv- 
ing brother built a new house, and caused his 
sister's coffin to be exhumed and placed in the 
family burial plot. In 1876 Davy himself paid 
the debt due his Maker, and was in- 
terred in East Cleveland Ceme- 
tery, op t Lake View. Shortly 
after, bis widow caused the remains of the other 
members of the family to be placed beside her 
husband's, and side by side they sleep the 
eternal Meep. After his marriage, Mies Morrow 
was never knownto refer to Stewart in any 
manner, and after ber death ber brothers rarely 
spoke of the man who broke their sister's heart, 
except on one occasion. Soon after his marriage 
Davy told the story to his wife, simply and 
plainly, and substantially as given above.

A Pitiless Persecutor, 


At the Southwark police court a few days ago 
a Mr. Alexander Chaffers, a solicitor, applied for 
a summons against the wife of Sir Travers 
Twiss, for willful and corrupt perjury, commit- 
ted in that court in 1871. The Police Magistrate 
declined to issue a summons or to bind bim 
over prosecute, and referred him to 
the Public Prosecutor, but com- 
plainant indicated that that official would 
not move in the case, and be had to leave 
the court unsatistied. Sir Travers Tw 
who is now 72 years of age, was graduated at 
Oxford in 1830 with very high honors, became 
Professor of Political Economy and Regius Pro- 
fessor of Civil Law at that university, was rec- 
oguized as one of the most eminent of authori- 
ties on international and ecclesiastical law, 
and held the lucrative positions of . — 
Advocate-General, Chancellor of the Diocese 
of London, and Vicar-Generail of the Province 
of Canterbury. in 1862 he married, accord: 
to the Peerages, “Marie Phariaide Rosalind, 
only daughter of Maj.-Gen. von Lyusvele, a 
bandsome and clever woman, who was duly pre- 
seuted at court. Soon after the marriage Chat- 
fers, who had acted as ber solicitor in some mat- 
ters of business, demanded £150, but gave a re- 
ceipt in full on being paid 2. A few months 
later he be persecuting der by insultin 
letters an Sham actions f a — 
slanders, and after she attended the. 
Queen's druwing-room in 1868 he wrote to 
the Lord Chamberiain that Lady Twiss had been 
a woman of the town. The Lord Chamberiain, 
as in pa! bound, made investigations the re- 
sult of which proved satisfactory to himself and 
Sir Travers, but in April, 1871, Cbaffers appeared 
before a magistrate and filed a statutory decia-

members of which belong to the new syndicate. 
Mr. Hugh Ryan, the well-known railroad 
contractor, has been appointed Chief 
Superintendent of Construction, and will 
enter upon his duties at once. Mr. Lums- 
den has been appointed Chief Engineer. 
In the course of an interview Mr. Ryan said: 
“Work willbe comme just so soon as we 
can get sufficient men.

THE FAILURE OF ARTHUR'S 
TRATION 


The Administration is rapidly losing caste. 
It does not command the confidence or re- 
spect of the Republican party or any other 
patty. If it were to go to the people, as is 
the custom in England, it would not carry a 
Single State. The decay of its power bas 
been much quicker and more complete than 
anybody supposed it would be when Arthur 
was inaugurated. The genefal disposition 
then was to give him “a fair trial.“ The 
National calamity which made him President 
was not, as everybody said, of his ordering 
or seeking. He could not help béing Gar- 
fieid’s successor. Common fairness seemed 
to demand, therefore, that he should be 
judged by his acts, and not in accordance 
with preconceived notions of his character 
or his fitness for an exalted station. It was 
thought a year might be required to decide 
what kind of a President Arthar would 
make. Eight months have, however, proved 
to be quite sufficient. It is venturing nothing 
at all to say now that his Administration is 
disappointing to those who wished to be his 
friends. The causes of this disappointment 
have been three: First, he has sought to 
Stalwartize the public offices and seize a par- 
tisan advantage from Gaffield’s death. This 
purpose was at first concealed, but there has 
never been any doubt about it since the nom- 
ination of Conkling for the Supreme bench. 
This was followed up by the nomination of 
Worthington as Collector of the Port of Bos- 
ton. The Massachusetts Senators were dis- 
posed to be friendly toward the Administra- 
tion on account of the nomination of Judge 
Gtay. They were for a time the best friends 
Arthur had in the Senate. They can never 
forgive the affront offered to them in the 
nomination of Worthington. They had the 
support, moreover, of Hawley of Connecti- 
cat, Aldrich of Rhode Island, Miller ot New 
York, Mitchell of Pennsylvania, and Sher- 
man of Ohio. The Administration had to de- 


pend for support in this contest on the char- 


ity of such stanch Blaine men as Hale of 
Maine, Allison of Lowa, and Conger of Mich- 
igan. The friendship of these Senators for 
Arthur is but skin deep. It will be termi- 
nated long before the next convention is 
called. i 

New York is the President’s own State, 
and the revolt against him there is formida- 
ble. Senator Miller has declared war. The 
Administration has begun to enforce its 
long-meditated policy of turning all Garfield 
Republicans out of office and putting in their 
place members of the defunct machine. 
Thursday the names of two adherents of 
John F. Smythe, the odious boss of Albany, 
were sent into the Senate for the offices of 
Collector of Internal Revenue and Surveyor 
of Customs of that district. Of these nomi- 
nations the New York Times of yesterday 
remarks: 


If the President imagines that to stand well 
with the country it is necessary to appear as the 
author of My policy” or the champion ot My 

rty,” we think be has made a grievous 

luader. If his poliey is to consist in turuing 
one set of men out of office and putting another 
in merely to satisfy the demands of bis personal 
adberents—if bis party is to consist solely of 
Arthur meni as distinguisiied from those who 
ure only blican—then he will show that the 
biunders of bis predecessors who reached the 
Chief-Magistracy by Vice-Presiiential sueces- 
sion og yielded him neither instruction nor 
warning. 


These are strong words to come from the 
influential Republican organ which sup- 
ported Grant for a third term in 1890, and 
was a warm friend of Arthur during all his 
embroilments with the Hayes Administra- 
tion. It is evident that if Arthur persists in 
his new policy in New York his overthrow 
there will be even more complete and signal 
than that of Conkling was. Ile has not only 
the forces ¢hat opposed Conkling to contend 
with, but in addition he must meet the 
avowed hostility of Cornell and the political 
machinery which is now in the hands of his 
opponents. 

In Pennsylvania the revolt has assumed 
even larger proportions. The Independent 
Convention censured the Administration. It 
held Arthur responsible for the evil work of 
Cameron since the assasination, and polit- 
ically declared its want of confidencein both 
the master and the man. The Independents 
may hot be able to poll as many votes as the 
regulars, but they can prevent the consum- 
mation of the bargain which has been made 
det ween Cameron and the President. 

In all New England and the Middle States 
there is no large constituency supporting the 
Administration. In the West its case is still 
worse. Ohio, the home of Garfield, has no 
affection for his successor. illinois, where 
Garfield was nominated, cannot so soon for- 
get him. Michigan, Indiana, lowa, Nebras- 
ka, Kansas, and Wisconsin, which were for 
Biaine, are not gratified by the appointment 
of Frelinghuysen to sudceed him. Arthur 
never was known or liked in the West. If 
he has io Eastern support his case is hope- 
less. 

A second cause of the weakness of the Ad- 
ministration is its inefficiency, not to say im- 
becility. Its foreign policy has been a spec- 
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him many new supporters of the better class. 


It is notorious in Washington that he takes 


his chief pleasure in social eritertainments, 
in respect to which he has a catholic mind. 
Public questions perp hen they do not 
bore him. Ille is very much of a sybarite, 
Late hours at night do not peculiarly fit him 
to give his whole attention to the business of 
the people in the morning. There never was 
a President of the United States before who 
had the faculty for shedding responsibility 
ahd care about public questions so complete- 
ly as Arthur does. He nas adopted the 
methods of aroyal personage, whose chief 
duty and privilege it is to amuse himsetf, and 
who may Jake a secondary interest in ap- 
proving the acts of his Ministers. ‘The Amer- 
ican Government was not erganized on that 
plan, and the American people can never be 
persuaded to vote in favor of cofitinuing 
such an order of thitigs. 


THE DEFENSE OF THE TissUE BALLOT. 
The Democratic members of the House of 
Representatives have tried to disguise their 
revolutionary proceedings in various ways. 
soya have raised a false issue of forgery, in 
ich they ate, since the publication of the 
Morey letter, confessedly experts. They 
have asked for a special investigation. They 
have pleaded a press of other busines, but 
they have not been able for one moment to 
deéeive the House or the country as to the 
real object of their filibustering operations. 
They have undertakeh a defense of the tissue 
ballot. They wish the assurance to go out 
to the Southern bulldozers and ballot-box 
stuffers that the wrongs committed by them 
shall not be righted by the House, that their 
iniquitous practices shall not be inquired 
into and exposed, and that the persons sent 
to Washington as members of Congress by 
virtue of violence and fraud shall not be un- 
seated. They are defending the tissue bal- 
lot of South Carolina, the shotgun policy of 
Mississippi, the ek and toreh of the elec- 
tioneering committees in Lotisiana. Al 
else in their preterises is a hollow mockery 
and sham. They do not even deserve the 
credit of being candid accessories to crime, 
for they disavow sympathy with brutal elec- 
tion methods while they engage in the de- 
fense of them. 

The filibustering of the Democrats has gone 
beyond anything of the kind ever before 
known ih the House. It was justly denomi- 
nated in the Republican caucus last night as 
revolution. Both parties have filibustered 
before, but only to secure constitutional 
rights. The filibustering now resorted to is 
for the purpose of abrogating constitutional 
rights. The Democrats are denying toa ma- 
jority of the House the right to determine 
the elections, returns, and qualifications of 
its members, as provided by the Constitution. 
Filibustering by the minority can be justified 
when its object is to secure discussion of a 
pending measure, to obtain the privilege of 
offering amendments, or to disclose the pres- 
ence of an actual majority of members 
elected in favor of it. But the Democrats 
are contending for none of these rights. 
They refuse to discuss the election case. The 
trumped-up charges of forgery which they 
make would be exploded in an hour’s de- 
bate. They know it. The House is the 
place in which to ascertain whether a prima 
facie case of forgery can be made 
out. They know this, too. They are not 
willing to let the House sit as a grand jury to 
investigate the matter. They propose, with 
the sublime impudence characteristic of their 
bulldozing and ballot-box-stuffing party, to 
ignore the work of the Elections Committee 
agreed to by all but two members, So far as 
appears from the record, and to send a spe- 
cial committee to South Carolina to investi- 
gate the whole matter de novo. Being in the 
minority, they propose to dictate these hu- 
miliating terms to the majority» If the ma- 
jority should assent they would proclaim 
their unfitness to be a majority. 

Nor do the Democrats contend for the 
right to offer amendments. None of their 
parliamentary rights have been denied to 
them, and there is no disposition to deny any. 
They are offered ample time for discussion 
and for amendment. If either were refused 
it might be time to consider the propriety of 
filibustering. 

The minority compelled the majority to 
disclose the number of members present that 
the Constitution requires for the purpose of 
doing business. Without aid from the Demo- 
crate the Republicans mustered a quorum. 
They declared their readiness to proceed 
with the public business. The filibustering, 
which had been passive, then became active 
and aggressive. It became a denial of the 
rights of a majority when present to act. 
The Republicans were not proposing arbi- 
trary or harsh legislation, They were pot 
offering to put a rider repealing general leg- 
islation on an appropriation bill, as the Dem- 
ocrats once did, They were proceeding in 
an orderly and decent manner to discharge 
a constitutional function. The attempt of 
the Democrats to prevent them from doing 
this is not common filibustering, as that terin 
has heretofore been understood. It is revo- 
lation. 

The unanimity of the Republican mem- 
bers in their resolution to carry through 
their program and exercise their constitu- 
tional rights at all hazards is most gratifying. 
The Democrats have made the majority solid 
on this question, and if, after reasonable 
notice, the obstructive policy shall not 
céase, the Republicans, with the aid of the 
Speaker, will find a way to stop it.

BECK’S AMENDMENT TO THE BANK BILL. 

The Crapo bill authorizing the National 
banks to extend their charters twenty years 
is now in thé hands of the Senate Finance 
Committee in the shape in which it passed 
the House. Mr. Beck has offered an amend- 
ment which may be rejected by the commit- 
tee, but in that case it will be brought before 
the Senate by its author, and is pretty sure to 
lead to an aniniated discussion. ‘The text of 
this amendment Is as follows: 

If any Natiotial batik shall refuse to receive 
ou general deposit or in payment of any debt or 
obligation owing to it standard silver coin, sil 
ver or Other coin certificates, or — I issue 
which bas been or may be auth to circu- 
late as money by the Congress of the United 
States, upon the same terms us it receives the 
gold coin of the United States, or shall by any 
act of its officers, either di y or by combina- 
tion with other or corporations, make 
ahy discrimination > favor of said gold colt 
over any of the other issues of coin or paper 
aforesaid, the charter of said bank shall be de- 
clared forfeited by the Secretary of tue Treas- 
ury, and the business of said bank shall be 
— — err.

officers of said beak so offending shail be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and on conviction thereof in 
any court of the United — sted be fined not 
exceeding $5,000 and impri not exceeding 
five years in the discretion of the court. 

The purpose which Mr. Beck is aiming at 
is a good one. His proposition is designed 
to restrain the National banks from discrim- 
inating against the standard silver dollar, as 
many of them in New York City have per 
sisted in doing ever since the restoration of 
the silver dollar to our monetary system. 
But Mr. Beck’s amendment is too compre 
hensive in its terms and too severe in its pen- 
alty. It will be sufficient to provide for the 
forfeiture of a bank’s charter, without pro- 
viding heavy fine and imprisonment for of- 
fending officers in case of a violation of the 
proposed section. Nor 1s it safe to include all 
“paper issue which has been or may de au- 
thorized to circulate as money by the Congress 


of the United States,” when it is proposed 
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of Congress 


demand; it may also occur, though such a 
contingency is as remote as the other, that 
the coin reserve in the Ttéasury shali be de- 
pleted and specie payments suspended. In 


either of these events it would be unfair to 


require the National banks to receive on de- 
posit or accept In payment of debts due 
them a depreciated currency upon the same 
basis as they would receive gold. The com- 
pulsion ought to be limited to the standard 
sliver dollars, which rank under the law as 
the equal of gold dollars, and the coin cer- 
tificates representing the actual deposit of 
either gold or silver dollars with the Treas- 
urer of the United States for safe-keeping. 

If Mr. Beck’s proposition shall be modified 
as suggested above it. might properly be in- 
corporated in the National-Bank act, and it 
would undoubtedly prevent ah organized 
diserimination on the part of the banks 
against the standard silver dollars. It Is 
manifestly unfair that banking associations 
should be permitted to avail, themselves of 
the valuable privileges of a National charter 
and at the same time refuse to recognize 
“the currency of the realm.“ The silver 
dollars compose an integral part of the 
American monetary system; the double 
standard is the policy of the American Gov- 
ernment. Isn’t it impertinent, to put the 
case mildly, that banks doing business under 
National authority, and enjoying important 
immunities thereby, should assume to de- 
elare that they will not receive American 
silver dollars on deposit or Govern 
ment certificates redeemable in such dol 
lats? A concerted refusal of this kind 
among the National banks would amount 
to a conspiracy to break dowh the American 
monetary system. It would be open opposi- 
tion to the law of the country which protects 
the National banks in their business. It is 
evidently competent and desirabie for the 
Government to protect itself against such a 
conspiracy, at least to the extent of saying to 
the banks that, if they wish to array them- 
selves against the Government policy, they 
must do it as private institutions and not as 
Government protégés., 

It is doubtful whether Mr. Beck can secure 
a majority of the Senate to favor his propo- 
sition, because the Nationa! banks will prob- 
ably oppose it, and they have strong friends 
in the Upper«Hotse. At the same time a 
discussion of the merits of the proposed 
amendment may make stubborn opposition 
dangerous to the pending bill, though Mr. 
Beck’s suggestion should not be pressed to 
that extent. If the National banks weredis- 
posed to act fairly they would counsel their 
friends to.accept Mr. Beck’s termsin a modi- 
fied form, as just to the Government which 
issues their charters. 
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THE JENNIE CRAMER CASE. 

It has been several years since a murder 
trial has attracted such widespread attention 
as that which is now going on at New 
Haven, Conn., where James and Walter 
Malley and Blanche Douglass were indicted 
for the murder of Jennie Cramer. The cir- 
cumstances of the case are s0 well known 
that a few words will suffice to recall them. 
The two Malleys are young men of means 
and loose morals. Blanche Douglass is a dis- 
solute woman whose home was in New 
York; she was stopping a few days in New 
Haven as a guest of one of the Malley boys. 
Jennie Cramer was a pretty girl of obscure 
family who had evidently got in the habit of 
visiting pleasure resorts and restaurants 
with young men above her station, and who 
had given her mother somé anxiety about 
her, but was not known to be depraved. 
Blanche Douglass and Jennie Cramer re 
mained over one hight at the Malley 
mansion, where they were entertained by the 
two young men in the absence of the rest of 
the family. This was on Wednesday, and 
on the following Saturday morning the life- 
less body of Jennie Cramer was found in the 
river. It was admitted by all parties that the 
two women were at the Maliey house all 
night, but it was claimed at first that they 
slept together in one room and the Malley 
boysin another. Afterwards it is said that 
Blanche Douglass confessed that one of the 
Malleys, with the connivance of the others 
in the party, forced the girl Jennie to yield 
to his adyances. It was supposed that 
Blanche would be used as a witness by the 
prosecution, but this has not been done, and 
her alleged confession in regard to the 
events of the night spent with the Malleys 
has not yet been admitted as evidence. 

The trial began about a month ago, but the 
case for the prosecution was closed only a 
couple of days since. It had been promised 
on the part of the State that some startling 
evidence would be fortncoming which would 
fix the crime of murder upon the accused. 
This promise has not been fulfilled. If the 
case as made out by the State's-Attorney 
shall remain unimpeached, it will amount to 
just this: Jennie Cramer did not meet her 
death by drowning, but died from arsenic 
which she had taken or which had been 
given to her; and she was in company with 
the Malleys, or one of them, during the two 
days intervening between the night spent at 
the Malley house and up to 10:30 of the even- 
ing preceding the finding of her body. There 
has been no direct evidence to show that any 
one of the accused was responsible for her 
death, and the reasonable doubt to which 
the defendants in atrial for life are justly 
entitled would probably deter any jury from 
rendering a verdict of guilty even if no evi 
dence were offered by the defense. 

The testimony introduced by the defense 
thus far is intended to show that the wit- 
nesses who traced the dead Jennie Cramer 
during the two days previous to the finding 
of her body were mistaken as to her Iden- 
tity, and some points in this evidence seem 
to be strong. It is expected that the defense 
will also introduce evidence to show an 
alibi on the part of all the accused as to the 
particular times when they were severally 
said to bave been seen with Jennie Cramer. 
It is also expected that exyert testimony will 
be forthcoming to overturn the medical evi- 
dence introduced to show that death was 
the result of the arsenic found in the body 
and not of drowning. Here the case will 
close unless the State shall be able to 
strengthen its theory of murder by ad- 
ditional evidence or the impeaching 
of the witnesses for the defense. If the 
case shall go to the jury in the shape it 
now is the strongest suspicion of guilt will 
rest upon the repeated contradictions of the 
defendants in the different stories they told 
between the time the body was first found 
and the final trial. The bearing of these 
contradictions upon the guilt of the Malleys 
will be weakened, however, by their natural 
desire to avoid, if possible, an acknowledg- 
ment of the disreputable relations of the

It looks now as though thé trial will leave 
the case as much in mystery as it was from 
the first. The theory of murder rests upon 
the assumption thas the Malleys were anxious 
to get rid of Jennie Cramer in order to avoid 
a scandal; bat it is hard to believe that 
young men of their position would resort to 
murder to conceal a “woman scrape,” and 
still morg improbable that Blanch Douglass, 
a woman Of the town, Would lend Net aid to 
such 4 crime to cover up what in her own

traced by the State’s witnesses, that she was 
not so much depressed as to voluntarily seek 
death, The most plausible theory from the 
evidence which has been brought out is that 
death occurred suddenly, whether by her 
own act or not, and that her body was thrown 
into the river by ber associates in terror at 
meeting the publicity of their debauchery. 
The Malleys eould probably throw much 
light on the matter if they were willing, but 
have now become so seriously involved that 
they will never dare to do 80. The whole 
case is a terrible warning to young men and 
young women everywhere to avoid the 
temptations and dangers of improper inti- 
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THE BOARD OF TRADE DECISION. 

The decision announced yesterday on the 
Board of Trade that the settling price for 
April wheat was $1.31 per bushel is an in- 
novation upon the established practice of the 
board, and wil) be regarded by some as un- 
just and unfair. We state the faets, and 
leave our readers to form their own conclu- 
sions. It is unquestioned that at the close of 
the month the sales of wheat were at the 
rate of $1.42. The purchasers felt them- 
selves sufficiently fortified and strong enough 
to maintain the market, and bought freely 
at that price. In this case there was an ob- 
jection made to a settlement, and following 
the rules of the board a disinterested com- 
mittee was appointed by a disinterested 
President and Directors to investigate and 
upon a fair hearma to determine the price 
at which settlements should be made. This 
committee yesterday named $1.31. The dif- 
ference is 11 cents. 

There is no pretense of any failure or 
bankruptcy on the part of the dealers in 
this transaction, and ordinarily thereis no 
reason why they should not pay at the rate 
they sold, as in all previous transactions 
under the rules of the Board of Trade. There 
is no speeial consideration why those who 
bought should not be paid. The sellers sold 
what they had not, and defaulted; when 
called upon to pay the differences which 
under the rules they should pay, they re 
fused. 

We do not propose to discuss the legality 
or mofality of these proceedings, but we fail 
to see the equity or justice of any rule or law 
which permits a mob to force sales on a 
purehaser and then compel the purchaser 
always to pay what he promises, and after 
this precedent will permit the seller always 
to escape the bulk of his obligations. It is 
assumed that purchasers in these speculative 
transactions eimploy their capital and assume 
heavy obligations, and all for the ben- 
eft of trade, but if the purchaser 
risks his capital and assumes large 
responsibilities, why should he not reap the 
profits when he makes them as well as pay 
the losses when he sustains them’? Why 
should he alone have his profits arbitrarily 
scaled down ? Why should the board or any- 
body whatever interfere to scale down the 
losses of those who with fierce zeal under- 


took to get control of the market? Whe 


should not the committee take equal juris- 
diction of both losses and profits, and reduce 
or enlarge both classes of results? If this 
Dusiness of speculative buying and selling is 
to be tolerated at all, let it be maintained 
with honesty and fairness. The action of 
the committee will hardly pass muster either 
as just or fair, and the inevitable tendency of 
all such proceedings is to destroy the market 
for that class of business. 

IMPENDING DEFEAT OF “BOSSISM” IN 

PENNSYLVANIA. 

The present divided condition of the Re- 
publican party in Pentisyltvania has been 
brought about by a system of local despot- 
ism which has been of many years’ duration. 
The party in that State and in New York and 
many other States has been reduced to most 
abject servitude. It was not an organization 
of the Republicans, but a mere organizahon 
under the party name—in the personal serv- 
ice of a gentleman wearing the well-merited 
title of “boss.” Claiming to control as he 
did all that was Republican in Pennsylvania, 
he dietated terms and conditions to the Na- 
tional Administration, and assumed the pre- 
rogative of dictating who should be nomi- 
nated for President by the National party. 
In this the Pennsyivania boss was conspicu- 
ously alded by a like boss exercising like 
powers in New York. In 1880 there was a 
National revolt. The combination of the 
bosses was defeated at the Chicago Conven- 
tion, and the country and the Republican 
party were emancipated by the nomination 
and election of Garfield. 

The assasination of the President in 1881 
and the stiecession of Mr. Arthur included 
in its results the National loss of all that had 
been accon plished by the election of Gen. 
Gartield, and restored the Republican party 
and the country to the domination and des- 
potism in Pennsylvania of Mr. Cameron. In 
the meantime, pending the result of the 
assasination of the President, the people of 
New York, provoked by the insolence of 
the party boss In that State, had overthrown 
his supremacy and removed him beyond al! 
official recognition, 

It was for a time questionable whether Mr. 
Arthur would insult the intelligence of the 
people by discarding the example and the 
political principles of President Garfield, 
under whose protecting shelter he had been 
elected Vice-President; but gradually and 
inevitably he surrounded himself with the 
tools and strikers of the bosses, and the Gov- 


ernment drifted back to the old rings and” 


bosses who flourished prior to 1876. Of 
course, Mr. Cameron was reinstated in au- 
thority; the power to appoint and to dismiss 
all officers in his State was placed at his 
disposal, and of course he named all per- 
sons to be nominated or elected to State of- 
fices. Garfieldism and the Chicago Conven- 
tion of 1880 were ignored as completely as if 
neither had ever been heard of, and Arthur 
for a second termi and the restoration of the 
bosses has become the official theory of the 
Republican party. 

Now comes the revolt. It is not confined 
to any one county or precinct in Pennsyl- 
vania. It is universal. It is a revolt partici- 
pated in by thousands who have hitherto 
always submitted to Cameronism. Several 
of Cameron’s Own nominations have abjured 
his control and joined the hosts of the Inde- 
pendent Republicans. This revolt is led by 
men Who are not officeseekers nor candi- 
dates, nor time-servers, nor President-wor- 
shipers. They are men who seek the dellv- 
erance of the Republican party from the 
serfdom under which it has so long labored 
in that State, and who ciaim that to preserve 
the Republican party in Pennsylvania is to 
make it free, and to remove from it the taint 
of fraud, corruption, and bossism. It is 
freely accepted that a defeat for reform is 
better than suctess u Cameron. 

The defeat of in Pennsylvania by 
the Republicans of that State will be ac- 
cepted as a National victory. It will involve 
the defeat of bossism in all other States. 
There is a National protest against Cameron- 
ism and Oonklingism and now that the 
President has joined hands with these 
bosses, against Arthurism.

If anything 
goes wrong with the bank he i6 liable to its 
creditors for all the capital he subscribed. And 
if that is not enough to satisfy their claims, be 
can be assessed for asum equal to what he bad 
already paid in. Thus, if he bad subscribed for 
ten shares and paid in $1,000, if the bank broke 
the creditors of the coneern can confiseate his 
$1,000 already paid and sue and eoliect another 
$1,000 from alm, being a sum equal to hie paid- 
up stock. We cali this a liability equal to double 
the amount of bis stock. This is the peuaity 
provided by the Banking act. 

2.“Are greetibacks taxable?” Greenbacks 
are obligations issued by the Nadonal Govern- 
ment, and constitute part of its credit. As Tun 
TRIBUNE bas often’ explained, the Supreme 
Court decided many years ago that they were 
not taxavle by any State, county, or municipal 
authority. State Goveroments are not allowed 
to tax the credit of the United States Govera- 
ment. If they were they could destroy it by 
such taxation. Suppose all the States should 
tax National bonds 3% per cent a year, what 
would a 3% per cent be worth? How much 
could the Government get for such bonds if. it 
wanted to sell them? Nothing. Ik a State was 
permitted to levy a tax on greenbacks it would 
drive them out of circulation in such State, to 
the damage of the credit of the Nation and 
to the injury of the people who desired to 
employ them as money. The Copperhead Dem-

THE EGYPTIAN CRISIS.

FIRE RECORD. 


A Noonday Blaze id a Down-Townh Toy 
Factory—A Possibly Dire Conflagra- 
tien Reduced to a Comparatively 
Small Matter—Losses and Insurance. 
A noofiday fire in a down-town business sec- 

tion, and a 4—11 alarm at that, doesn’t happen 


very day inthe year. It happened yesterday, 


however, and drew together thousands of peo- 
ple who are always ready to go to a fire, people 
Who nappeued to be in the neighborhood, and 
any number of men and women, boys and 
giris who had just knocked off 
work and were free for the dinnér 
hour. The fire itself didn’t amount to 
much, comparatively speaking, though it was 
one of the kind that might have cut a big figure 
in the list of Chicago's confiagrations for 1688. As 
it was, however, the size of the crowd, and the 
marvelous rapidity with which it gathered, con- 
stituted one Of the principal features of interest 
to a Casual and disinterested onlooker. 

The alarm was turned in not more than a min- 
ute after 12 O'clock from Box M. at the corner of 
Wabash avenue and Washington street, and ina 
moment more every street leading to the spot 
was crowded with a pelil-meli rush of fire-en- 
gines, saivage-corps wagons, hosée-carts, hook 
and ladder truvas, and a varied assort- 
ment of excited and burrying human- 
ity eager for the fray. The tirst 
alarm was followed almost’ instantaneously 
by the second and third alarms combined—a 
411. followed by tue number of the box and 
struck twice. Len minutes after the alarm was 
sent in over two dosen machines were on the 
ground. a 

The cause of the alarm was the n ot 
Ire in the fourth floor of the Sanford Building, 
No, viph streét, occupied by Louis 
Remach & Co., wholesale manufacturers of and 
dealers in toys and fancy goods. Two of the 
boys at work in the rear of the fourth floor first 
noticed the flames among a lot of tin cans and 
tia toys in a pile of hay. in what is know as the 
packing department. They tried to put it out 
as best they could, but the fire was too much for 
them. The whole force of operatives bad 
become alarmed by this time, and the 
signal was soon given to the Fire Department. 
Assistant Fire-Marsba!l Shay, who Wus soou on 
the —— nd, discovered that the upper floors of 
the building were devoted to the manputacture 
of fireworks, and as the structure is fauked on 
one side by the Western News Oompany and on 
the other by Henry Schulz & Co. s paper- box fac- 
tery, he thought the chances very promising for 
& first-class conflagration. Hence the precau- 
tion which he took toturn in the second and 
third siarms combined. The precaution was all 
the wiser when it is remembered that just 
around the corner, on Wabash avenue and the 
blind alley running north, is the powder 
store of J. J. Whitehouse, No. Tl Wa- 
bush avenne, with its magazine stored with 
several thousand pounds of  Dupopt’s 
biasting-powder. Immediately across thé 
1 and further south on Wabash avenue is 
J. F. E. Jaewer’s five-story cruckery store. 
Nos. 67 and 69 Wabash avenue are oecupied by 
H. F. C. Dovenmvenie, a boot and sboe nan, the 
store extending around to No. 36 Randolph 
Street in the form of au L. The second. third 
and fourto floors of Nos. 34 and 36 are oooupied

SIX DAYS WITH BRIGANDS. 
He- 


Signor Notarbartolojs Capture, 
lease, and Strange Experiences. 
Naples Letter to London News. 

The reappearance of brigandage in the dis- 
tant neighborhood of Palermo so soon after 
the recent rejoicings bas painfully impressed 
the inbabitants. The particulars of the treat- 
ment of the ex-Syndie, Signor Notarbartolo, 
vy the brigands have become known 
Since his return. As soon as his compan- 
ions bad been disarmed by the pretended 
patrol the ex-Syndic perceived his mistake. His 
captors were dressed in new Bersaglieri uni- 
torms, spoke the jargon of soldiers, and bad a 
fpesougey military appearance, rendering it 
likely t they had all once served in the wy 
When Signor Notarbartolo saw the state of AT- 
faire be at once told bis captors in a decided 
manner that all tbreate of dad lan- 
wuage toward bim would be of no avail, 
and such was the effect of his superiority 
of character that during the whoie term of his 
detennon the brigands treated him with defer- 
ence and respect. His companions had been sont 
away with a letter to his tamily, appeisina them 
of what had occurred, and that 4 ransom 
76,000 tra was demanded. The brigauds iret 
took Sig. Notarbartoio into the woods, and then to 
a grotto, or rather deep ravine, in the mountains, 
where be was detained for six days. The cavern 
was constantly guarded by two of the brigands. 
who had changed their uniforms for the tora 
dress of peasants. The light penetrated this 
ravine for only a few hours of the day, and 
during that time the prisoner could read a num- 
ber of the Revue — * — ondés, which he 
ha ned to have w m.

the waiving of handkerchiefs by the ladies. 
The audience joined beartily in the tribute of 
admiration for bim and bis work, and the en- 
thusiasm grew into a perfect storm of applause 
as the whole chorus pelted dim with 
boquets of flowers, covering the stage in 
all directions. A feeble effort was made 
by Mr. Thomas and Mr. Fairbank to gather uy 
some of them, but it was soon abandoned. As 
soon as tue applause ceased, Mr. Tomlins quietly 
turned to leave the s , but was immediate! 
summoned back, and Mr. Thomas, in a hand- 
some manner, thanked bim for his efforts and 
hard work, and said that to him more tan any 
one else was due the musica! success uf the Fes- 
tival, which gave rise to another round of ap- 
plause from the chorus, which would bave been 
seconded by the audience could they bave heard 
the compliment. Assoon as Mr. Thomas had 
ended bis little speech, Mr. Fairbank turned to 
Mr. Tomlins and sad: The chorus be ne 
foundly impressed with a sense of their obliga- 
tions to you, and appreciating your untiring la- 
bor and devotion to their instruction, bave re- 

vested me to thank you, and to express to you 

ir feel of respectful admiration for your 
ability as a leader, and for your universai kind- 
ness and courteous consideration of the mem- 
bers. — ask you to accept from them, as a 
te timoniai of their regard, a complete set of 
the works of Hiaodel, which they have com- 
missioned Mr. Thomas to procure and forward 
to you at his earliest convenience.” Mr. Tomlin 
acknowledged his gratitude. and after another 
round of applause the Bag st proceeded with 
the performance of “ The Fall of Troy,“ from 
Berlioz's Les Troyeus.” The music is exceed- 
ingly spirited, brilliant, and highly colored, and 
it was sung with great vigor and in fine, ex- 
pressive style, particularily the opening March 
and Hyma. which, with its  strougiy- 
marked accents by the drum, had a peouliariy 
taking effect, and the final march of the Trojans, 
which is very fascinat in its rhythms. All 
the soloists, except Candidus appear. but only 
Mr. Whitney, Campanini, and Mme. Materna 
have important solos, the others being prin- 
cipally employed in the great octet with chorus. 
The solos were given admirably, particularly 
Mme. Materna’s delivery of the gloomy propb- 
ecies of Cassandre, which were full of dramatic 
power. The three principal soioists, bowever, 
were decidediy polygiot, as Mr. Whitney sang 
in English, Sig. Campanioi in Italian, and 
Mme. Materna in German. In the concerted 
music, however, it made littie difference, as all 
were swallowed up in the mighty volume of 
sound from the chorus and orcbestra. After its 
completion all the solvists remained on the 
Stage, and the audience rose and remained 
standing while soloists and chorus sang the 
“ Hallelujah Chorus“ in giorious style, and with 
their triumpbal and jubilant shouts the First 
Musical Festival of Chicago came to a close. It 
has been a great success musically. It bas also 
been a financial success, though the expenses 
are greater than the receipts, the former being 
$63,000 and tho latter $57,000. Had the weather 
been favorabie there would bave been a profit. 
Festival is ended with credit to all con- 
cerned. Its success guarantees another in 1884. 
Its outreach results remain to be considered 
at leisure, but Mr. Tuomas and his incompara- 
le band and Mr. Tomlius and his fine cborus 
will not soon be forgotten. It now remains to 
bold it together and still further improve it.

CABLE ROADS. 


Difficulties Which the South Side Com- 
pany Has Met and Overcome. 

In a letter to Philadeiphia parties interested 
in a proposed cable road in that city President 
Hoimes, of the Chicago City Railway Company, 
speaks of the troubies his company has encoun- 
tered as follows: 

We have encountered three difficulties since 
the cabie line was started: 

I. Some of our men kept hold of the rope 
when they should bave let go, and broke it threc 
times. e have no trouble of this kind 


* 

2. splices were made in the way the com- 
pany who made and guaranteed the rope in- 
sisted they should be made, and against our — 
test. The result was that the ends of the splices, 
being a bulge, cut, ana caused short pieces of 
strand to catch. We had to put the splices in 
according to the pian we wanted to adopt in the 
beginning. These ure almost ali changed, and 
we do not expect to have any trouble witb them. 

3. The cable around the loop bad only half a 
Wrap around the under or six-foot wheel, and 
wheo a long string of cars would collect on it it 
would sometimes slip, and that injuredit. We 
piaced a six-foot pulley near to the other to act 
asa tener, and this almost accomplished the 
des result; but in a couple of instances 
there was some slip, and we immediately stopped 
and put inasécond wheel, took out the iron 
dogs ana put in wood, and secured two nice 
wraps; and now it works perfectly—no slip, and 
no grinding of the cable. I could not any- 
thing to work better. 

Some of our pulleys on the street were broken 
by the swelling of the wood aftera hard and 
long rain, and we have put rubber washers un- 
der the heads of the te, and this has cured 
that trouble. 

One night our man was careless and al- 
lowed bis tension-weight to get clear down on 
the ground, and the cable slipped off one of the 
wheels under the street, causing a delay of a 
few minutes. my impression is that that man 
will not do that t n. 

above is a full and accurate statement of 
all the troubles encountered with the ropes, 
which do not amount to one-baif of what we 
ex to have before we started. 
ince the cable started we have had more ac- 
cideuts on the horse-cars than on the cable- 
cars; but these attract no attention. The im- 
p has gone abroad the system has 
roved dangerous because an ordinance was 
ntroduced into our City Council requiring us to 
put a flagman at every street crossing. 

I nave troubled you with this long letter that 
you may know just exactly bow it has been 
with us. Phe cables are wearing well—in this 
respect all we could ask.

to reach a settling price for the defaulted trades.

It will be remembered that 
the settling price of selier April on the last day 
of that month was $1.40, while the price of cash 
or May wheat the next day was $1.28@$1.29. 
The April shorts defaulted to the amount of 
about 500.000 busheis, which was subsequently 
cut down to 400,000, and the committee's price is 
supposed to be the settling figure for about 300. - 
000 bushels. 
BEDLAM ON THE BOARD. 

About noon the President of the board and 
Mr. Smith of the committee ascended the piat- 
form, and the former was with difficulty per- 
mitted to read as follows;

A VIOLATION OF RULE 4 


Sec. 9, which reads as follows: 

“If during the progress of any arbitration or 
other investigavon before any committee 
of the association it shall appear to the satis- 
faction of such committee that any member of 
the association has been guilty of attempting to 
establish a fictitious market as a basis for ex- 
torting unreasonabie — g or for the pur- 
pose of avoiding payment of just obligations, 
the said committee shall thereupon make formal 
charges to that effect inst the member thus 
implicated to the Board of Directors.

MISSISSIPP IES. 


Admiral Ammen’s Criticism of 
Captain Eads’ Work. 


How the Promised “ Wide and Deep 
Channel Has Been Maintained. 


Closing of South Pass Predicted—Complaints of 
Pilots and Masters. , 


WASHINGTON, May 16, 1882.—To the. Editor of 
the New York Herald: In the United States 
Statutes at Large for 1875, page 463, will be 
found a complicated bill giving Capt. James B. 
Bads and his associates certain large sums of 
money for making and maintaining a “ wide and 
deep channel” from the passes of the Mississip- 
pi River to the sea. The attentive reader will 
admire this bill, as, indeed, all bills in which 
Capt. Eads if concerned, as a model of intricacy. 
Arriving, however, at the end, he may innocently 
suppose that he sees substantial ground to stand 
upon, as follows: 

„provided, that no part of such amount of 
compensation shall be paid for any period of 
time during which the channel of sai shall 
be less than thirty feet in depth feet in 
width, as bereinbefore specified.” 

This if maintained asa matter of fact would 
fairly serve the purposes of a great commercial 
port which is the natural outlet of a vast and 
productive country. But such was not at an 
the purpose of Capt. Eads, or, if “bis associ- 
ates will admit nis intallibility,“ he promised 
what he cannot perform. 

AN IMPORTANT MODIFICATION. 

In order to avoid obscurity and to be brief at 
the same time I willinform the reader that Capt. 
Eads had his bill modified,” more in dis own 
interest, I fear, than in the interest of the Gov- 
ernment, and will now refer to Senate Executive 
document No. 130, Forty-seventh Congress, first 
session, page 3. Capt. Eads’ counsels states as 
follows: : 

I nave the bonor to invite your attention to 
the fact that tne act of March 3, 1875, has deen 
very materially chao and amended by the 
act of March 3, 1870. The latter act provides as 
follows: ** The $100,000 — ages by said recited 
act to be paid to said s and his associates 
during a period of twenty years shall be paid at 
the times and in the manner therein provided, 
upup the maintenance by said Eads and bis as- 
sociates of a channel through the jetties twenty- 
six feet in depth, not less than feet in width 
at the bottom, and having through it a central 
depth of thirty feet, without regard to width.” 

Capt. Eads does not suppose himself ubliged 
to maintain the channel to the sea, but only 
through the jetties, although their construction 
was the direct cause of the formation of the 
shoal ground making up to seaward of the 
jetties. 

The bill of March 3, 1879, that changed and 
“amended” the original bill as Capt. Eads de- 
sired, still ostentatiousiy paraded that a wide 
and deep channel” shail be maintained. On 
July 1, 1880, tbis channel was thirty feet deep 


with a least width of forty feet, and twenty-six 
feet deep for a least width of 200 feet. One — 
thereafter the thirty- foot channel had a least 
width of but twenty feet, other conditions re- 
mala the same. This wide and deep ghan- 
nel of Capt. Eads’ was not maintained eVen in 
these attenuated dimensions except by the vig- 
orous use of dredge-boats, in relation to which 
be speaks in the North American Review of 
March, 1881, as follows: 

For over forty years futile efforts were made 
to deepen the mouth of the Mississippi by the 
antiquated means of dredge boats, 

H. R. Ex. Doc. No. 52, Forty-fifth Congress, 
second session, page 12, gives the following in- 
formation: 

“On the 24th of September a bucket dredge 
belonging te Kimball Co. was moved down 
from the bead of the pass,and since thrt day 
bas been used to deepen the channel over the 
ANTIQUATED DREDGING. 

“The new dredge-boat Bayley arrived at Port 
Ea is Nov. before daylight. It was 
built not only to have a more powerful and ef- 
tective dredge for the work in view than any of 
the more common kinds in use, but it is antici- 
pated that it will be abie to work on the bar— 
some of the time at least—when the ordinary 
dredging machine would be forced to sek shel- 
CP. « « « 

“ When the new dredge began its experimental 
work the interruption to the 22- foot channel was 
ifty feet only. me of the effects of the work 
of the Bayley are shown by reference to the re- 
port of the mootbiy bar survey, dated Dec. 1. 
rr. A @-foot trench then extended through 
to deep water. ithad then worked only tive 
days, under the disadvantages of new and near 
ly untried machinery and devices.“ 

Appendix L of the annual report of the Chief 
of Eugineers for 1830. page 1,141, furnishes the 
following information: 

Nov. 3, 1879, within but near the ends of the 
jetties the thirty-foot cbannel was jacking for 
about 300 feet in length, and the least depth of 
water in the best channel through the shoal por- 
tion was twenty-eight and eight-tenths feet. 
The thirty-foot channel was restored in this lo- 
cality after six and a half hours of dredging, ac- 

tux toa survey on Nov. 4. In the same vi- 
cinity, but nearer the ends of the jetties, the 
twenty-six-foot channel was on Nov. 3 found to 
be deficient in width for a length of 250 feet. lu- 
stead of baving the required width of 200 feet 
the minimum width was 158 feet. The dredge- 
boat worked on this shoaling until Nov. 10, and 
it was then reported for survey by Mr. Eads’ 
representative as resto to the normal width, 
buton account of stormy weather a survey 
could not be made until Nov. 16. and then the 
above-designated channel was restored to its 
proper width, the dredge-boat having worked in 
restoring it forty-eigtt and a quarter hours. 

Nov. between stations 70 and 
26-foot channel was deficient in width 

laces, aggregating about 1,200 feet in length. 

e least width was 165 feet. Portions on these 
deficient stretches were successively restored to 
the proper depth, according to surveys made 
Nov. 7, 10. and 16. after dredging had been 
prosecuted forty-two hours. 

“Page 1,142—Altogether the dredge Bayley 
worked in maintaining and restoring the chan- 
nel 142% hours in November, 53 hours in Decem- 
ber, 4 bours in January, and upto Feb. 10, 
inclusive, 23 hours in the month of February.” 

It is plain to the reader that a 30-foot channel 
ot any width can be readily soooped out oy a 
ponents: dredge in this attenuated channel, de- 

cient even in what was uired. 

Appendix L, Report of Chief Engineers for 
1881, page 1,262, furnishes the following infor- 
mation: 

‘The least depth through the jetties at preseut 
is thirty feet, and the least width of the thirty- 
foot channel is twenty feet; this is at a locality 
1,200 feet below East Point; the least width of 
the twenty-six-foot channel is 230 feet. On 
June 24 the width of the twenty-six-foot chan- 
nel between the lumps seaward of the end of the 
east jetty was found to be 110 feet. This width 
was increased by dredging and found to be 210 
feet on the 28th inst., and dredging has since 
been continued at this location. A channel of 
more than forty feet depth has scoured between 
the ends of the jetties, commencing 450 feet 
above them and extending over a length of 900 
feet, curving in a direction around the end of 
the east jetty.“ 

The public will be at a loss to understand why 
Capt. Eads decried the antiquated means of 
dredge-boats at the very time that he was em- 
ploying them with the greatest activity. With- 
but the results obtained through them he would 
certainly have lost payments for the mainten- 
ance of the wide and deep channel.“

COWDEN’'S PLAN. 


How to Prevent Overflows Cheaply—-A 
Talk with the Old Steamboat Captain 
on Biver Improvement. 

Washington Republican. 
A Republican reporter, who drinks nothing but 
water in his'n, yesterday hove up alongside of 


Capt. Cowden, of Missippi River fame, and said 


to him: 

“ 1 see that the Senate has passed a bill ap- 
propriating $6,000,000 to be used by the River 
Commission in the improvement of the Missis- 
sippi River. Will that in any way affect your 
proposition, now before Congress, to make the 
Lake Borgue outlet? 

Not in the least.“ said the Captain, for men 
who will vote for the $6,000,000 appropriation for 
levees, which will raise the water in the river, 
causing overflows, can show no good reason for 
voting against the little appropriadon of $250, - 
000 to make the Lake Borgne outlet, which will 
lower the flood line of the river and will deepen 
its channel. 

“ What would be the costs and results? 

Well, in the first place the cost of the levees, 
according to the highest engineering authority, 
would be $50,000,000, for the engineers the 
grade of these levees on the Lanks of the Missis- 
sippi River would have to be raised from six 
seven feet higher from Cairo to New 1 

“ Would this raising of the river raise and 
back the water upou the tributaries?” 

es, of course it would; and they would have 
to be leveed also, and these levees would cost 
not a cent less than $100,000,000 more.“ 

Well, suppose this was all done, would it pro- 
tect the valley from overflow and deepen the 
channei of the river, as is claimed by the Missis- 
sippi River Commission?“ 

The most satisfactory reply to that question 
ig to give you facts as derived from experience. 
From that we can best judge as to the results 
we will have from sucha system, and in doing 
this I shall refer you to Gen. Humphreys’ re- 
port, which is regarded as the highest engineer- 
ing authority in this country on that subject. 
He says that the river banks from its 
earliest bistory have been under the high wa- 
ter grade; that the levees were commenced in 
1720 at New Orieans, and gradually extended up 
the Mississippi River until 1858, when the 
system was nearly perfected by lines of levees 
on both sides of the river from Cape Guir- 
ardeau, Mo, to New Orleans, averaging 
four feet bigh. From the same authority we 
learn that the overflow in 1858 covered the val- 
ley an average of twelve feet deep by forty- 
seven and a half miles wide from Calro to near 
the Guilt of Mexico. Its durauon was 199 days, 
the longest on record. We Also learn from the 
same autborities that the more the levees were 
extended the greater the number of crevasses, 
the proof of Which may be seen by the follow- 
ing quotations. On page 380 Gen. Humphreys 


says: 

In 1850 from Red River to New Orleans there 
were eight breaks in the levees. In 1851 there 
were eigbt breaks from Baton Rouge to Carroil- 
ton. In 1858 from Helena to New Orleaus there 
were forty-live crevasses, aggregating a width 
of twenty-eight miles.” 

In 1859 (page 186) he says: 

“There were thirty-two crevasses from the 
mouth of the St. Francis River to Bonnet Carre.

% In 1874 the breaks in Arkansas and Missouri 
alone are too numerous to mention. Their total 
width was 130 miles, while in Mississippi and 
Louisiana there were forty-eight breaks, and if 
the levees had not broken the water would have 
ruo over the top of them.” 

„What are tne estimates of the engineers for 
deepening and widening the channel uf the jet- 
ties or wing dams?” 

In 1879 a board of engineers said that it 
would justify an expenditure of $70,000,000. In 
1878 Mr. said he bad no kind of a question 
in bis own mind that 350000. 000 or $60,000,000 
would be sufficient to accomplish this improve- 
meut from Cairo to the Guif.” 

Captain. will you please state your plan?“ 

“ Any treatmeat of the river that Will lover 
ttie flood-line will not only render levees on the 
banks of the Mississippi River and its tributa- 
ries unnecessary, preventing all o ws, but 
will at tbe same time deepen the channel of 
the Mississippi from Cairo to New Orleans 
sufficient for all navigable.purposes, without 
the expense of wing-dame or river jet- 
ties. This can be demonstrated, and perhaps 
fully accomplished, by the mak of the out- 
let at Lake Borgne, at a cost of 000, and in 
ninety days’ time to do the work. Of. course it 
will require two high-water ods to fully 
demonstrate the truth of what I claim, waich is 
that the flood line will be lowered at New Or- 
leuns not less than twelve or fourteen feet, and 
judging, too, frum the effects produced by the 
Atchafalaya, Morganza, and Bonnett Carré out- 
lets, which lowered for five years the average 
flood line nine feet at Vicksburg.

THEY LIKED THE LIGHT. 

Commissioners Sommer, Ender, and Albright, 
together with Warden Dixon, were invited to 
take supper at the Palmor House last evening 
by Mr. Farrer, theagent in this city for the Ed- 
ison incandesceat licht. which is now being used 
for lighting the dining-room of the hotel in pref- 
erence to the Brush light, which is used else- 
where and throughout the building.

The distillers who bave been here in session 
at the Grand Pavific finished their labors yester- 
day afternoon—formed a new organizati end 
adjourned subject to the cali of the President. 
Two days were required to come to an agrec- 
ment, there being much discussion as to which 
of two plaus submitted was the best.

TO THE POOR FARM BY RAIL. 

Commissioner Kiehm yesterday received from 
General-Manager Merrill a copy of the propused 
contract for a road between Mont Clare and the 
Poor Farm det ween the County Commissioners 
and the Milwaukee 4 St. Paul Railway Com- 
pany. The contract will be submitted to the board 
at the dext meeting. and, if deemed satisfactory, 
will be adopted. The agreement stipulates that 
the county shell procure the right of way 
rom or near Moat Clare stauon, or Montrose, to 
and through che County Farm, with suitable 
depot grounds and accommodation at the farm, 
the county also to grade the road ready for the 
superstructure under the directions of the en- 
gineer. The right of way is not to be less than 
thirty-three feet in width. The company will 
survey and locate line from and to the 
County Farm. e company a to 
commence laying the track fifteen days after 
the right of tn A is procured—and it appears 
reasonably certain that the same will be pro- 
cured turough condemnation proceedings—and 
finish the road as soon as practicable. The com- 
pany agrees to run one train each way daily, ex- 
cept Sundays, and in case a car or apartment of 
a car sufficient for the purpose is furnished on 
said train in which paupers and patients can be 
carried separate from other passengers the pu- 
tients and paupers shali ride therein, and not in 
the car with the other passengers. The price 
for freicht shail not exceed $6 per carload of 
not exceeding ten tons, or 10 cents per 100 pounds 
for quantities less than a carioad, but no ship- 
ment less than 25 cents. passenger-rate is 
not to exceed S cents each way. The company 
stipulates that the county must give all its 
freight and passenger business fur fifteen years 
to road in cousideration of its being built by 
the cOmpany, and will not solicit or assist any 
other road to construct a to the Poor Farm.

AN INGENIOUS DEVICE IN BUILDING. 

In the construction of the new Montauk 
Building on Dearborn street, now rapidly ap- 
proaching completion, an ingenious mechan- 
ical device was used for the purpose of avoiding 
a difficulty with which the architects were con- 
fronted. The building is, with the exception of 
the Taylor street giucose-works, the highest in 
the city, its walls being I feet in bight, and is 
of immense weight. Just west of it is the new 
Crozer Buliding, which has a good wall, but the 
foundations of which were defective. To build 
such a heavy structure as was contemplated 
close beside this would have seriously 
impaired the adjoining building. It was 
therefore decided to put a new foundation, 
identical with that of the Montauk Block, under 
the other building. Screws were placed under 
the latter, the old fouudation removed, and the 
new one put ip. The pressure upon the Mon- 
tauk foundations where they rest upon the 
ground is 4,000 pounds to the square foot, and it 
was calculated that the settiement would be 
about two inches. in order to prevent danger 
to the older building, instead of building its wail 
dir pon the new foundation ecrews were 
placed tween the two 80 arranged that as 
fast as the new buiiding and foundation settled 
the old wall could be Kept in line by lengthen- 
ing the screws. To prevent friction between 
the two walis building-paper was inserted. 
These ingenious devices proved perfectly suc- 
cessful. Wheu the new build is finished, the 
spaces between the screws will filled in with 
masonry. and the screws removed. The Mon- 
tauk Biock settled uniformiy.and the experi- 
meut bas shown that the hiwhest and beaviest 
class of buildings can be erectedin Chicago 
without damage to adjoining property. Exper- 
imental borings to a depth of sixty feet showed 
that the subsoil beneath the new building is ot

ANOTHER FIRE ENEMY. 

Mr. Ashworth, foreman of the Fire Depart- 
ment repair-shbop, had on exhibition yesterday 
the model of what be calis a “telescope stand- 
pipe water- tower,“ a device intended to do away 
with ladders at fires, and also to make the water 
used more effective in that it can be appiied 
directly to the fire at any reasonable bight. It 
consists, in brief, of a truck upon which isa 
telescopic tube with a curved nozzle at the 2 
per end. By the turning of a series of cranks 
it is raised to any elevation and brought in 
almost direct contact with the flames, the water 
being supplied by an ordinary fire-engioe at the 
base of the standpipe. The city authorities 
think so well of the invention that one of the 
machines has been ordered made, and in a few 
weeks it will be completed and ready for a test. 

AFTER THE FIRE ORDINANCE. 

The Committee on Fire and Water yesterday 
agreed to report favorably on an ordinance 
amending the building and fire ordinances so 
as to allow one-story trame cottages to be raised 
to bring the main floor nine feet above grade, 
the walls to be of wood, and veneered with 
brick. Aid. Meyer and Sweeney were in favor 
of doing away with the brick entirely, and the 
latter said he would suggest such an amend- 
ment when the ordinance came before the Coun- 
cil. Aid. Appleton said he would oppose the 
proposed amendment, and the Fire- Marshal 
added that the Council might as well do away 
with the fire ordinance as to tamper with the 
subject as suggested by Ald. Sweeney. When the 
question comes before the Council there is 
scarcely a doubt but there will bea fight. The 
consideration of the petitions for the right to 
erect telegraph poles and string wires thereon, 
and tor thé privilege of laying electric wires 
underground, and stringing acoustic wires 
from building to building, was postponed. 

PLENTY OF WORK AHEAD. 

The Committee op Raiiroads held their first 
meeting yesterday afternoon and agreed to do 
nothing. The application of the Wabasb, St. 
Louis & Pacific Railroad to lay tracks in the vicin- 
ity of Thirty-ninth street was placed on file, 
it being announced that the railroad nad ar- 
ranged with the Stock-Yards Company to use 
its tracks. The proposition of the West Division 
Railway Company to lay tracks on Adams 
street from Michigan avenue to Haisted was 
postponed, and the proposition of Ald. Cullerton 
to have the Chicago City Railway Company sta- 
tion flagmen at each of weir crossings on State 
street met with the same fate. The only ques- 
tion that elicited a great deal of interest was the 
proposition of Ald. Ryan to compel the Chicago 
& Northwestern Hailroad Company to build a 
viaduct over their tracks at the corner of Hal- 
sted street and Chicago avenue. Aid. Lawier 
was opposed to any such action, insisting that 
the city had no such authority. Ald. Ryan took 
the other view, and the resuit of the wrangle 
wus that it was agreed to send the whole mat- 
ter to the Law Department for au opinion. 

THE CEDAR-BLOCK QUESTION. 

There were further indications yesterday that 
the alleged cedar- biock combination had been 
bursted, and the Mayor was entirely satisfied 
that the Commissioner of Public Works would 
be able to let all the contracts for paving for 
whicb bids were recentiy invited within the as- 
sessment. * 1 knew 1 could break the ring,” be 
said, and as an evidence of it some of the con- 
tractors who were over the assessment bave 
come in today and agreed to not only do the 
paving at the assessed cost, but aiso to change

POOR-FARM FLOUR. 


THE PURCHASING COMMISSIONERS SAY It’s 
ALL RIGHT. 

Concerning the villainous flour which the 
grand jury claim to have found at the county 
institumons at Jefferson, Commissioner Ender 
bas this to say: He, as Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Public Charities, bad beard no com- 
plaint about the flour, although be made fre- 
guent visits to Jefferson. Warden Peters met 
with the committee only a few days ago, but 
he bad nothing to say derogatory to the quai- 
ity of the flour or any other provision. The 
first intimation he bad that the flour was 
bad was when he heard of the doings 
of the grand jury through the columns of THz 
TRIBUNS. He was loath to believe there was any 
truth in the charge, but intended to fully inves- 
tigate at bis earliest opportunity. The state- 
ment that there were 200 barrels of the com- 
modity on hand was false ow the face of it, for 
the last requisition for flour which the Warden 
sent in was dated April 2%, and, as there were 
about eight barrels used daily, it did not stand 
to reason that there were 200 barrels re- 
maining out of 20 tden 
chased. The flour was furnished 
Nickerson & Co., South Water street dealers, 
and a sub- committee consisting of Com mission- 
ers Rbinewald and Farren consummated 
purchase at the rate of $6.75 per barrel. 

During the day Commissioner Rhinewald and 
several others visited Jefferson for the express 
purpose of investigating this and other little 
matters concerning which the grand jury were 
inquisitive. They claim that tbere is no com- 
plaint from the baker or any of the employés 
at the asylum that the four makes bad bread. 
It w darker than usual, but this does 
not appear to affect the quality of 
the bread, and the Commissioners satisfied 
themselves that whoever brought the 
attention of the grand jury to the matter, had 
an ax to grind. Instead of there being 200 bar- 
rels, there are only about twenty renaining. The 
entire lot would have been used up some days 
ago had it not deen for the fact that a surplus 
of flour at the County Agent's office was ro- 
moved to the asylum within the present month. 

This is the Commissioners’ side of the story. 
On the other hand, itis alleged that for $6.75 per 
barrel, in quantities of barrels, they 
ought to be abie to purchase tne very 
best quality of flour jn the market, and they 
were sadly out in their bargaining when they 
took an inferior grade. Poor flour does not 
make good bread, and though judges might 
differ as to the comparative excellence of dif- 
ferent brands, there cao be no quesdoning the 
fact that tne flour furnished was not up to the 

ade of the sampie on which Commissioners 

hinewaild and Farren concluded the purchase. 
The Warden of the hospital is perhaps as much 
to blame as any one for having called the atten- 
tion of the committee to the fact that the flour 
was of inferior quality. 


SUBURBAN. 
LAKE VIEW. 

The new school-bouse which is erecting in 
School District No. 1, at the cornerof Ashiand 
and Wrightwood avenues, is now ready for the 
roof. Thecontracts for plestering and painting 
were let yesterday. It will seat about 250 chil- 
dren, and wiil be ready for use by the opening 
of the fall term. The Board of Education bas 
adopted ail the latest improvements for school- 
houses, and hopes to havea building as near 
perfect in beating and ventilation as possible. 
With the additions that are to be made to the 
Diversy-street school-bouse during the sum- 
mer, the First District will have three large 
school-houses, with aseating capacity of 1,500 
children. These accommodations, however, will 
not be sufficient very long, as the populadon is 
increasing very fast, and another lot will have 
to be purchased and provision made for the 
erection of more buildings. 

An extra train bas been put on the Dumm 
Railroad between the limits and Graceland. It 
leaves the Division street end of the line every 
day at 1o’ciock. Heretofore there was no train 
for about three bours during the middie of the 
day, and this extra train at 1 o'clock will be 
quite an accom modation.

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John McCarthy, an Old Farmer 
at Highwood Station, 
the Victim. 


Robbed, Killed, and His Body Re- 
duced to Charred and 
‘ Blackened Cinders, 


The Coroner’s Jury Recommend the 
Arrest of Three of His Late 
Neighbors. 


The residents of that portion of Lake County 
which lies contiguous to Highwood Station, on 
the Milwaukee Division of the Chicago & North- 
western Railroad, were yesterday morning star- 
tled by the report that a murder had been com- 
mitted in their midst: The victim was said to 
bave been an old farmer living alone named 
John McCarthy. It was first stated that ne was 
robbed and murdered, and that bis house was 
burned over the corpse, so that the evidence of 
the crime might be obliterated. The fact was at 
once telegraphed to Waukegan and this city. 
Dr. M. Evans, the Coroner of Lake County, and 
J. W. Swansbrough, the Sheriff, at once left 
Waukegan, which is twelve miles north, for the 
scene of the murder. City Marshal W. F. Ed- 
wards and Policeman Johnson, of Highland 
Park, also went up and endeavored to gain some 
clew as to the murderer and the motive for 
the tragedy. et 

A TRIBUNE reporter was dispatched to the 
scene duriag the day. Highwood Station is 
twenty-five miles north of Chicago, and about a 
mile north of Highland Park. It is a delightful 
spot, with a number of very neat suburban res- 
idences clustered about the station and a settie- 
ment of about 300 souls. About three-quarters 
of a mile north of the station, on what is known 
as Waukegan avenue, an old man named John 


McCarthy bad a little patch of which he 
tilled, and upon which he raised a little in, 
some potat etc., which be marke He 
kept a horse, five or six cows, a few bogs, poul- 
try, eto.

About 10 feet to the southeast 
of the bouse stood the little lime-washbed, 
weather-worn barn. McCarthy was a man @ 
years of „and the people in the vicini 
speak of him as a kind-souied, inoffensive 
man, who would wrong “neither chick 
nor child.” For compan be had eight or 
nine cats and several which shared with 
him his' meals and his house. Lest morn- 
ing John Sweeny, a neighbor, came al t 
5 o'clock, as he afterwards testified, found 
the few remaiuing timbers of the house smolder- 
ing. He called for McCarthy, but received no 
response. Just then the Green Bay train came 
along, and he went along across road to 
alarm the Conieys. Michael Conley came over 
and discovered in the ruins the remains of a 
buman being, which he supposed was McCarthy. 
They gathered up the trunk and laid it out ona 
board. There was nothing recognizable about 
it. lt was merely a portion of the backbone of 
a human being, with the remains of some ribs 
attached to it, and a portion of a calcined human 
skull. This was found near what must 
have been the front-room door. ween the 
house and the bara about midway re two 
pools of clotted biood. Near by re some 
marks, as though there had been a struggle. 
One of these puddies was perhaps a foot wide 
and about as long. while the other nearest the 
barn was a good deal smaller It was surmised 
that the old man had been enticed to the barn 
and murdered by tramps.

The Story of Cleopatra’s Needle. 

In a large, handsome volume, superbly illus- 
trated and beautifully bound. Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Henry H. Gorringe, of the United States 
navy, tells the story of the New York obelisk 
from the time when the workmen of Thothmes 
IIL. wrought it out of the syenite quarries of 
Assouan to the present day. This isa work of 
exceeding interest, not only as the record of a 
marvelous feat of engineering and of persever- 
ing effort, but as the literary production of a 
distinguished naval oilicer, Rank in the mi- 
itary and naval. service in the time of peace 
comes but slowly; but fame may be won by any 
one, whether he bas the bars, the leaf, or the 
star on his .shoulder-stMp... Commander Gor- 
ringe had won an enviable reputation even be- 
fore his successful removal of the obelisk. 
When in charge of the Gettysburg in 
the Mediterranean squadron he made the most 
thorough explorations of this inland sea, witb a 
careful examination of its shores. About 200 
miles southeast of St. Vincent, Portugal, Lieu- 
tenant-Commander Gorringe found a wonderful 
submarine voicano rising from a depth of 16,000 
feet to 150 feet from the sea-level. The Chal- 
lenger passed over the summit of this without 
discovering it. Most especially on the north 
coast of Africa, survey-soundings and observa- 
tions were made. in the three volumes entitied 
Coast and Islands of the“ Mediterranean,” 
published by the Government from 1875 to 1879, 
may be found a record of Commander Gorringe’s 
most intelligent labore. 

Before undertaking the work of removai of 
the obelisk, this officer thoroughly prepared 
bimself ior his task by a careful study of the 
different methods employed in moving the 
London and Paris obelisks. More than 
that: Lieutenant-Conimander Gorringe styg@ied 
the acceunt and history of all be- 
lisks and in this book for the first 
time we have a thorough account of all the 
Obeiiaks of Egyptian origin now knowu to be 
extant. * His narrative of fhe trunsportauon 
and on of the New York obelisk is eu- 
riched with a discussion of its archwology, aod 
with an illustrated analysis of ite material and 
of tne ancieut metal-work found in connection 
with it at Alexandria. Whiie the biblio- 
maniac, the artist. the Freemason, tbe 
historian, the engineer, the archmoiogist, the 
chemist, and the wetaliurgist will nud special

School Sermons” is the title of a series of 
short discourses that were “ preached to the 
boys at Adams Academy, Quincy, Mass., by 
William Everett.”

The 
volume contains fifteen sermons, occupyimg 
nearly 200 pages, 

Dr. J. A. Seiss, of Philadelphia, the author of 
“A Miracle in Stone.“ and several other works, 
is a remarkable writer. He believes that the 
Great Pyramid of Ghizeh was built under the 
guidance of inspiration. He bas no t forth 
“ The Gospel of the Stars,“ a volume on tne 
constellations, in which he claims that they are 
not, as Herschel said, puerile and absurd,” but 
“Some from a divine and prophetic source.” 
Of course ne refers to what Herschel calls 
those uncouth figures and outlines of men and 
monsters usually scribbied over celestial giobes 
and maps. Those who are fond of such fanci- 
ful discussions may read this volume of Dr. 
Seiss with interest, if not with protit. 


“ Theology ‘end Mythology” is the title of a 
little volume written by Alfred H. O' Donoghue, 
counselor-at-law, formeriy of Tridity College, 
Dublin. The author is a determined rejector of 
the supernatural and miraculous, and does not 
believe in the immortality of the individual soul.

Pork has been strong, with prices steadily ad- 
Vancing. 

In cotton the early part of the week prices 
were steady, witha moderate business; then 
came a break of 15 or W points in one day, 
and there was a large business done. The 
market closes etrong at something ofan ad- 
vance. : 

In wool there bas been a fair amount of busi- 
ness, and prices are maintained. indica- 
wons are that the clip will open at high rates, 
which serves to increase the confidence of hold- 
ers, and manufacturers show a better disposi- 
tion to take hold. 

Petroleum bas been excited in consequence of 
the new weil opened. and there has been a heavy 
break in prices, with declines of 6 to 7 cents 
in crude, apd refined rather weak in conse- 


quence. 

The freight market is dull and drooping. 

Boots and shoes are rather dull, It is expected 
that retailers’ stocks will soon run short, and a 
more briek demand be established. 

Leather 1s steady, with but a moderate de- 
mand, but hides keep firm. 

Awmerican pig-iron is dull, with most deliveries 
on old coutracts. Some sales of Scotch pig are 
reported at firm prices. There is little doing in 
rails, either iron or steel, but some sales of oid 
rails are reported. Manufactured iron is quiet 
because of the labor troubles, and operators 
are cautious in the extreme. The genera) hard- 
ware business, though not quite as active as 
ex pected, is still fair, comparing tavorably with 
the same period of 18381. A large business is 
doing in seasouable goods. 

Lumber is a little more quiet, but unchanged. 

The coffee, sugar, and tea markets are gen- 
erally quiet. 

Cheese is in good demand for the best. Re- 
ceipts are increasing, but exporters are buying 
more freely, and lower grades are selling better,

Cincinnati. 

CINCINNATI, O., May 25.—Not until today has 
there been anything like the warm temperature 
which usually prevails at this time in May.

Practical Tests of Ensilage. 

Mr. William M. White, of Allegany County, New 
York, writes as follows to the Country Gentleman 
upon subject of ensilage, and the informa- 
tion is of great value, as it gives the result of 
practical tests: 

Ensilage weighs N pounds to the cubic 
foot. A Uushel basket full weighs thirty pound 
and is a full mess for an ordinary animaif 
twice a day. Ten tons of ensilage can be put in 
the same space occupied by a ton of hay. 

The Southern white dent-tooth corn is more 
— used for ensilage. It costs about 812 

ushel in New York. From three pecks to Six 
are used for drilling-io. Prepare the land as for 
corn. Drilling in a double row, four in 
apart, leaving twenty-eight inches space 
tween the rows, is the best way to plant it. This 
gives from ten to twenty tous to an acre of val- 
uabie fodder. Broadcast corn is not nutritious, 
except the leaves. It is too young, and grows 
too closely together to make nourishing food. 
More weight can be grown iu drills. Eusilage 
should not cost more than $2 a tou, and two tons 
of ensilage equal to one ton of bay. A tone 
month is full feed for a cow, 80 RAL a COW can 
be wintered for $12. With hay at $8 per ton it 
will cost 

My 4-year-old Devon bull, fed on ensilage and 
bariey weal Gour quarts a day), gained 100 
— in forty-two days. An old cow without 

ront teeth, weighing 875 pounds, fed on sixty 
pounds of ensijage and four quartsof bariey 
meal, gained 100 pounds in forty days. 

Fine grade Short-Horn steers coming 2 years 
old have had thirty pounds of ensilage each and 
the pickings of the barn-yard, and nothing 
else. They weigh 500 s each, and io the 
last seventy-ope days bave alned sixty-five 
pounds each. Fourteen steers have been fed oa 
ensilage for 100 days. They weighed 11,585 
pounds (@27% eacb.) They ave consumed three 
tons of cornmeal. They no weigh 14,500, a gain 
per head of 139 pounds in the 100 days. But for 
three weeks they were ted in an open yard 
without sneiter. Ten they were housed. ey 
were also covered with lice when bought. and 
it waa a very iong, tedious job to get rid of 
them. They consumed about seventy pounds of 
eusilage a day, and bad no hay, straw, or corn- 
stalks. Nor did they drink any water, and they 
were irregularly fed, In feeding ensilage alone, 
or with meal, the cattle require ho water. They 
do not scour. The dung is neitherdry nor 
liquid, but of a proper healthy consistency, it 
appeared digest and the food assimilated, 
There is no Strong smell or odor perceptible in 
the mapure. 

The cost of asilo depends on its sise. It will 
cost as much as a good cellar, and should be 

lastered with water-lime on the inside and 

ttom. The trouble in using water-lime is 
that it is not always used as soon as it should be 
after mixing. ‘The cement should be fresh 
ground, and the mortar mixed in small quanti- 
ties and kept in motion till it is putin its place. 
It sets like plaster of Paris, and when once get it 
is ruined as mortarif it is not where you want 
it. Keeping itin motion with the hoe or shovel 
prevents it setting till it is used. 

Much testimony goes to show that wooden 
silos are equally good, built like an ice-house, 
and filled and weighted with 200 or 900 pounds 
to the square foot. The objections to rods and 
sorews is that as soon as you stop tightening the 
nuts you take off the weight. One must depend 
on weights, for gravity never forgets to press, 
A building of rough hemlock with ten- inch stud- 
ing (2 by 10) and joists, spiked together and filled 
in with sawdust or lined wild tar paper, and with 
a board roof coated with crude petroleum inside 
and out, set on the ground, the space between 
the floor-joist filled m with concrete of water- 
lime, will last thirty years and answer a good 

urpose. Made Id by 16 by 16, like an ice-huuse, 
ft will hold fifty-four tous of ensilage, enough 
for ten head of cattle for six montbs, or slaty 
good sheep. The crude petreleum penetrates 
the wood, making it shed water like a duck's 
back, prevents warping, and keeps out alli 
moisture, making hemiock as durable as cedar. 

Tne cost of & corn crop is the cost of corn en- 
siiage. Twenty tons per acre costs but little 
more to raise than ten tons per acre. So the 
amount raised on at acre governs the cost. 
Housing it costs from to SD cents per ton. 1 
use trucks and fat racks. Drive by the side of 
the poate! cert, cut and drop it across the 
rack, and hen one truck is loaded, another 
takes its place.’ With ten wen and ten horses 
(sweep power) I easily boused four tons per 
hour, all the corn within 160 rods of the silo. 

1 built two silos last summer under side- ill 
barns, one of 200 tons, one of WO tons. I raised 
only 300 tons of ensilage. I shall raise more, and 
probably buiid two wooden silos. If it be true 
that we destroy nearly half of the nutriment in 
grass by curing it, we are losing too much. By 
ensilaging we escape poor hay, and the terrors 
of a raluy baying-time, and bave the control of 
harvesting the grass cro dave not yet found 
the man who bas tried the experiment who is 
willing to go back to the old way. 


The New Department of the Govern- 
ment. 

The bill creating a new Cabinet officer in the 
person of a Secretary of Agriculture meets the 
unqualified approval of a large majority of the 
farmers and breeders of the country, and re- 
eeat advices from Washington state t the 
measure will undoubtedly become a M. if 
the Commissioner of Agriculture is thus ele- 
vated to the position of an adviser of the Chief 
Executive the class whom he will represent will 
look for many radical changes in the conduct of 
the department, and will expect that the office 
will be made a representative one in every re- 
spect. The provision ‘of the bill that cre- 
ates an Assisiapt-Secretary, who shall aiso 
be an experienced and practical agriculturist, 
ig a very wise one. and should it become a law 
there will be a great struggie for this important 
appointment. Nearly every State inthe Union 
will press the claim of some representative 
farmer, but as Illinois leads her sister States in 
every brauch of husbandry, it would seem that 
she has a right to be considered frst in the list of 
claimants. There are several gentiemen in In- 
nois whore intelligent and successful farmiug 
bas made them al reputations. In Kan- 
kakee County resides a man who would dignify 
the position. Sangamon, Morgan, Champuign, 
and Madison have each a representative agri- 
culturist, Known throughout the country asa 
man of ability, and it certainly would be an 
easy matter to make a happy choice. 


Cheap Hates to the State Fair. 

8. D. Fisher, Secretary of the Illinois State 
Boara of Agriculture, has been in the city for 
the past day or two arranging with the various 
railway companies Kor special rates tor the 
transportation of exhibits to the next State 
Fair. This isa subjectgn which every farmer 
in the State is more or less interested, and, as 
the matter of cheap rates is of such vital im- 
portance to the success of the fuir, the rail- 
roads are yearly called upon to offer such spe- 
cial inducements ju the way of cheap rates as 
will bring out the exbibitors of machinery and 
the owners of live’ stock. 

Mr. Fisher has for years made these arrange- 
ments, and says he bas always secured the very 
lowest rutes possible. His relations with the 
officers of the various roads runping through 
the State are such as to preciude apy criticism 
from bim upon the rates whieh are yearly es- 
tabiisbed, but from outside information Tus 
TRIBUNE bas ascertained that great dissatia- 
faction prevails among the class of people who 
contribute to the success of the annual fair. 
There seems to be a disposition so to arrange 
the schedule of rates as not to encourage ex- 
hibitors, but rather to make the fair a source 
of profit to the ruilroads. 

Great trouble is invariably met with in en- 
deavoring to procure any cut whatever, where- 
as the companies gan afford to carry freight and 
passengers at actual cost, and it would seem to 
be excellent policy, to arrange their achedules 
upon this basis. The success of the fair is di- 
rectiy for, the interest of the railroads, and 
every inducement should be offered by them to 
increase the list uf exhibitors, while passenger 
ru tes should be placed at such low figures as to 
attract people trom all parts of the State. As it 
ig DOW rates are made eo bia that the great ma- 
Jority of the visitors are people who reside near 
the cities where the fair is beid, to travel long 
distances being so expensive that the pleasure 
and profit of the exhibitions are practically be- 
youd the reach of thousands. Inis now ranks 
first in the list of States in every department of 
agriculture, and the wealthy railroad corpora- 
tions ought to encourage the farmers of. the 
State at least once a year by afford them an 
opportunity at extremely iow rates enjoying 
the week in which the fair is heid. 


Tile- Drainage.

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A HUNDRED YEARS. 


The Oldest Man in lowa—The Stock of 
Old Ulster. 
Special Correspondence af The Chicago Tribune. 

Davenport, Ia., May 2%.—I was in Muscatine 
the other day. and while there met Andrew Mo- 
Mahon, son of the oldest man in lowa. The 
writer thought he kbew something of some of 
lowa’s best-preserved and oldest men, having 
been acquainted with William X. Zarte, of Ma- 
quoketa, who is 86, and walked ten miles witu- 
out rest one of the hotest days of summer 
over a country road; and Lemuel son, who 
died at 93, having tended the tal end of a 
tureshing- machine all day oaly a short time be- 
fore his death—that being one Of the hardest 
places on the farm; but William McMahon lays 
over all the rest. 

They say old age steals on like a thief in the 
night, and it certainly does in bis Case; and, be- 
sides coming very quietiy, it comes very slowly, 
ana William McMahon is a better man today 
with his century on his shoulders than most 


men thirty years younger. 

Mr. McMabon was born where the old stanch 
timber of the human family’s best blood was 
grafted into bis brains, bone. and muscie—where 
brave soldiers and true Christiaus come from 
the Province of Ulster, County ef Fermanagh, 
Town of Aniskillan, in the north of Ireland, on 
the Tth of March, 178. He sprang from the 
primitive Methodist stock which has done so 
much to give the northern provinces of Ireland 
so high a moral standing abroad. The year he 
was born Great Britain acknowledged the inde- 

ndence of the United States; and, if he had 

u in this country, be would have nad seven- 
teen years to see George Washington walking 
about in. 

The years of the war of 1812 are familiar to 
William ~ ny for be was 30 years of age 
whea that war began. 

The career of the Little Corporal all passed 
before bim like a panorama; and bis interest 
was liaked closely to the last campaign againat 
Napoleon, for the reason that he lost a brother, 
who was io the British army, two days before 
the battle of Waterloo. 

The defeat at New Orleans of Pakenham, 
proud from conquering the disturber of Ru- 
rope, is as but of yesterday to the lowa cente- 
narlan; while the union Of Great Britain and 
Ireland in 1801 is even more vivid in his mind, 
owing to its old-home interest. 

At the close of the American Civil War, at the 
time of life when most men prepare to retire 
from the stage of active lite, and seek rest and 
quiet for the days justin tront of Shadow-land, 
William McMahon came across the Atlantic, and 
direct to the garden-spot of Western Worid, 
to seek his fortune—arriving at Atalissa, Ha., in 
1865. He came to this country for one reason, to 
hear from his son Robert, whose whereabouts, 
as be was in the Union army, bad not been 
known for some time. About the time Mr. Me- 
Mahon reached lowa, Robert returned from 
the Army of the Potomac and settied in Moline, 
where he is now a large stockholder in the Barna- 
ard & Deas mill- manufactory. 

Mr. McMahon's wife died after passing the 
allotted years of wan, and for a number of 
years the old gentieman has been living with his 
oldest son, Andrew, four miles south of the 
Town of West Liberty. Andrew McMahon isa 
wealthy farmer, and does an extensive grain 
and stock business; and his father, who is nat- 
urally an industrious man, cannot endure idie- 
ness, and insists on doing a portion of the farm- 
work, 

For years the gray-baired old gentieman, who 
would be taken for a man not over 70, bas 
walked a mile to the pasture for the cows every 
summer-day, and held the sacks for bold mt 

in at thrashing-time. And last fall bis son 
— thirty fat bogs to market which had been 
entirely attended and fed by William McMahon 
in his 10%th year. These nogs were fed and 
fattened on shelled corn, every bushel of which 
be ran through a band-sheller, turning with one 
band and feeding the sheller with the other. 
Last year this wonderful man dug and carried 
ninety bushels of potatoes; and he is as proud of 
his accomplishments as many & younger man. 

Of course, coming from the old substantial 
stock of Ulster, William McMahon has aiways 
been an abstainer from profanity, alcohol, to- 
bacco, and other vices; and that is another 
thing of which his friends and bimseif delight to 
speak in connection with his great 1 * 

His children are proud of their father, and 
Andrew spoke earnestiy of the weaknesses of 
the present generation, saying}... 

“ This generation will none of them arrive at 
any such an age as my father, for they haven't 
got the right sort of stuff in em.“

A Novel Steam Engine. 
Detroit Tribune, 

Scores of master mechanics, manufacturers, 
inventors, engineers, and others interested u 
machinery, and particularily in steam engines, 
are visiting a shop in this city, attracted by the 
novelty of a new and remarkable steam engi ue, 
invented by Chester B. Turner, of this city. 
Thie engine appears, even to many expe- 
rienced engineers, a sort of mechanical para- 
dox. With but one crank, with two cylinders 
cast in one piece, only one valve- chest, and the 
entire eugine as simpie and tew in parts as the 
simplest of ordinary singie-cylinder engines, it 
has no dead centres, but will start forward from 
any possibie position in which it may be placed. 
Further, it is stopped, started, and changed 
from a single to either a double or a compound 
engine, as may be desired, at a touch, by the 
motion of a single lever; and the change to 
either form may be made while it is runs at 
any speed, just as easily as when itis still. The 
engineer cao run it with either one cylinder, as 
a single engine, or with both cylinders using 
live steam, as a doubie engine, or with one 
cylinder using live steam and the other run- 
ning by the expansion ag a compound engine, 
either way as economicaily as any engine espe- 
clally built for that particular way. At the 
same time it is so simple, compact, and few in 
its parts that it can be manufactured. we are 
assured by its builders, Cheaper than any other 
form of engine; ànd they claim that it is many 
per cent more powerful and steadier in motion 
than any other engine. At any rate, it is at- 
tracting an unusual amount of attention amorg 
manufacturers and engine experts, and those 
who are curious or interested in steam engines 
are advised to go and sce it. 


An Earthquake in Oregon, 
Portiand Oregon ian. 

At 10:48 o' clock on the night of May 1 a slight 
earthquake shock was felt, lasting probably two 
Secouds. This was followed about three sec- 
onds later by a more severe shock, accom- 
panied by a 8 rumbiing, which lasted from 
five to seven seconds.

Testimony Given by Mr. John T. Staf- 
ford and Other Citizens. 


A Report Need Not Be Expected 
for Some Time. 


The commission of engineer officers appointed 
by the Secretary Of War to ascertain whether 
the preposed extension of the dock-line by the 
Illinois Central Railroad would encroach upon, 
obstruct, or interfere with the barbor of Chica- 
co. and thus injuriously affect its usefulness, ro- 
sumed its session promptly at 10 o'clock yester- 
day morning. Mr. Thomas Hoyne was on band. 
and Messrs. Trumbull and Ayer represented the 
railroad. Aside from one or two gentlemen 
present for the purpose of testifying, there were 
no visitors at the meeting, which was held in 
Maj. Lydecker’s office in the Honoré Block. 

Mr. Hoyne submitted the names of several 
citizens who, as he said, believed that the rail- 
road wanted the extra space for the purpose of 
standing cars upon. He wanted to correct what 
he considered an error in the report of what he 
had said on the previous day, but Gen. Weitzel, 
of the commission, expiained to bim that 
the commission had been charged with a spe- 
cific duty: that of ascertaining whether the pro- 
posed taking-in of 100 feet by the road would 
interfere with the barbor, and had nothing 
whatever to do with anything else. This expia- 
nation was repeated several times during the 
course of the session, but did not* appear to be 
appreciated, and the ground traveled over was 
to a large extent outside the scope of the in- 
quiry as defined by the commission. 

MR. JOHN T. STAFFORD, 

thirty years a resident of Chicago, formerly a 
vessel-owner, and familiar with the needs of 
vessel- men, said that be remembered the build- 
ing of the outer breakwater, and be and others 
thougtt the North Side was the proper piace for 
tbe creation \of a barbor of refuge, as 
there was good hoiding-ground there. But 
the breakwater was built. Then came the 
bill of 1879 granting the Illinois Central the 
submerged lands. A meeting to protest against 
this was held at the Tremont House, and he with 
Messrs. Hoyne and Scammon were appointed a 
committee to op the scheme. e 
the sale by the city to the railroad of the three 
blocks between Mouroe and Randolph streets 
because he thought the question of the sub- 
merged lands should first be settled. He could

Some two years ago the iate Mr. Walker, then 
Genera! Soticitor for the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quiney Kaltroad, asked him to get the consent of 
tne city to sell to him (Walker) the three blocks, 
and ip answer to a question put by the witness 
said they did not want the water and cared noth- 
ing about riparian rights. All they wanted was 
the land. On this understan wit- 
ness consented to aid in obtaining the 
end desired, but the negotiations were not car- 
ried out because the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy failed to obtain from che Illinois Cen- 
tral a perpetual right to use the tracks. Thea 
Walker asked witness to try to get the land for 
the Llinois Central, saying that asa friend 
of Mr. Ayer’s be was much interested in seeing 
them get it. Witness saw Ayer and Ackerman, 
President of the IIlinois Central. The latter

Witness at that time did not know the difference 
between submerged land and riparian rights, 
80 went ahead as desired, and obtained the sig- 
natures of owuers of abuttmg property to a re- 
quest to the city to sell. But ne found out there 
was a difference, and that the lilinois Central 
claimed to own the submerged lands. Ald. Bal- 
lard had introduced an ordiuance in the Council 
— the docks

lumber trade. Then Taz Turunen sent a re- 
porter to interview Mr. Ayer, who said that if 
any docks wereever built there it would be by 
the road. The people who had signed the peti- 
tion began to want to take their names of when 
these facts became known.

Since they signed Connecti- 
cut Mutual Company, Mr. Kimbark, and others 
had desired to withdraw their names. Witness 
was totally opposed to giving up one inch of 
the harbor. If the railroad were given 100 feet 
it would want more. It did not want it for docks, 
but for tracks, and if aliowed to take the basin 
which the General Government had spent miil- 
ions to protect it would plaster it all over with 
signs: “ This is the private property of the Lili- 
nois Central Railroad. Vessels must not tie up 
here. 

Mr. Stafford said he believed the Lake - Front 
would be required for dockage from the river to 
Hyde Park. The barbor ought to be controiled 
by the city or the United States, not by any 
private co tion. Vessels could then tie up 
without paying toll to the Illinois Central or any 
other body. The river and the outer hbarbor 
would all be needed for commercial purposes.

The witness 
knew of no other corporation which could get 
the 100 feet asked for. He believed that the 
further out the vessels Were forced the more 
the harbor would be obstructed.

Stocks opened active and irregular, with no 
special feature. A decline in Wabash soon sup- 
plied a sensation. Both commun and preferred 
began to go down under heavy sales started by 
cabie dispatches from Loudon that the June 
interest on the Wabash 6s would not be paid. 
The common sold down to 27%, closing at 27%. 
and the preferred to 49%, closing at 50%. Mr. 
Gould declared that as he lived the interest 
would be. paid, but even he was not boid enough 
to assert that it bad been earned. Stock Ex- 
change gossip had it that Mr. Gould himseit had 
been selling the stock. Texas Pacific and Mis- 
souri Pacific, both Guuld specialties, were also 
weak. Lake Shore sold down to 101‘, closing at 
101%, but the rest of the market Was not no- 
ticeably weak. At the close the market was 
irregular, with no recovery to speak of in the 
Gould stocks. 

Wabash gross earnmgs from Jan. 1 to May 
15, which is exactly three-eiguths of the whole 
year, were $5,647,470. 

The expenses as reported for last year were 
78 per cent of the gross earnings; on which 
basis they would amount to $4,406,026 for the 
period Jan. 1 to May 15. 

The interest and rentals, as they stood Jan. 
1 of this year, amounted by computatiod to 
$5,455,257 per annum. Three-eighths of this 
sum would be $2,045,720.

A prominent Western Union official 
stated that this company had actually made 
money outof the break with the Associated 
Press, as the tolls now charged them for special 
service more than counterbalanced the loss on 
the cheap contract business.

The Michi- 
gan Central and the Canada Southern are hardly 
earning their fixed charges. The Erie does not 
begin to earn the interest upon its bonds. All 
of these roads are accumulating floating debts, 
and the further decline inthe priceof their 
shares is inevitable.“

bold. Hence there was a regular selling mania, 
under which prices declined fearfully. The 
downward movement was helped by the passage 
of the motion to adjourn over Monduy and Tues- 
day for decoration observances, The receipts of 
corn and oats during the three  holi- 
days (including Sunday) will probably be 
large enough to make things heavy when 
the board assembies next Wednesday.

TALENTED BUT TRICKY. 


A Young Man from Independence, Ia., 
Too Expert with the Pen, Gets Him- 
self inte a Peck of Trouble. 

Officers of the Chicago Detective Association 
yesterday captureda green young forger who 
is wanted fora 81. 00 job at Independence, Ia. 
The young man’s name is Fred Wilson. Until 


about May lhe was employed as acilerk in the 
office of Alexander Risk, a grain dealer at Inde- 
pendence. He carefully studied the chirug- 
raphy of his — 4 — and about four weeks 
ago felt bimsel competent to counterfeit 
Mr. Kisk's siguature with considerable accuracy. 
He tried it at the bottom of a 650 check on tbe 
First National Bank of Independence, and the 
check was cashed to him. He was so well satis- 
ned with the way the little scheme worked that 
he tried a big one on the same pian. He forged 
a $1,200 check on the same bank, got the money 
on it, and then left the State wituout bidding 
Mr. Risk adieu. He went to Dubuque, 
fell in with a cyprian whom he 
had met before somewhere, and who 
is known both the name of Alice 
Davis and Anna Golden. He took the woman 
to New York with bim, and, after squandering 
some of bis ill-gotten wealth there, brougbt the 
balance of it to Chicago. The woman also came 
along with bim. They put up at the National 
Hotel, ou Clark street. oy | 20, Wilson pro- 
cured a marriage license for himself and Anna 
Golden, and the names were published the next 
day in the regular list. Mr. Risk chanced to see 
the notice of the license in a Chicago . paper— 
probably Taz TRIBU NE—and in that way learned 
that Wilson was in Chicago. E. L. Currier, 
Sberif at Independence, teiegraphed to Chicago 
the same day, offering $300 reward for Wilson's 
apprebeusion.

Cam pbeil, President of the bank, arrived in Chi- 
cago and gave the case to the Chi ia- 
tion to work up.

MILWAUKEE, Wiss., May 26.—Maj. Robert the 
Government Engineer, today made a draft of 
the new harbor work contemplated in this dis- 
trict, as follows: Ontonagon Harbor—Six new 
cribs in extension of the piers and superstruct- 
ure of eight unfinished cribs. 

Marquette Harbor—Kepairs of a general nat- 
ure to be made on the breakwater. 

Grand Maria’s Harbor—No work has yet been 
done here. Itis proposed to make a safe en- 
trance by cutting through the neck of land 
which closes the harbor, so as to allow the har- 
bor to be used as a haven of refuge. The work 
will be the dredging of about 20,000 cubic yards 
of material and the building of twenty-seven 
cribs, making 1,350 lineal feet of pier. 

Menominee Harbor—Five new cribs will be 
built and superstructure over six cribs; also re- 
pairs to one displaced crib.
